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PREFACE. 



This edition of ihe Olynthiaos of Demosthenes is in- 
tended, as announced in the tide-pagey for schools and 
colleges, and is meant especially for the use of students in 
these institutions. In an age when, relatiYely and more em- 
phatically than ever before, ''life is short and art is long," 
and when, next to mathematics, perhaps, Greek is usually 
one of the first studies to be retrenched, other thingn being 
equal, that commentary will be the best on a'Oreek dassio 
which gives the most needed guidance and assistance^ and 
takes the least time in giving it In such an age brevity 
and cu^iciseness are demanded, and may well be regarded as 
prime qualities in helps to classical study. Notes on the 
Olynthiacs of Demosthenes ought especially to have some- 
thing of the compactness of the Orations themselves. I 
have therefore aimed to hdp the student only where he 
needs help, to dispense with all superfluous and all ueeUti 
comment which includes all notes that are eertam lud tohe 
medf and to condense the entire book within the smallest 
possible compass. At the same time I have endeavored to 
point to the sources -— gnunmars, lexicons, dictionaries, 
histories, and editions -» from which, if he has the time and 
the inclination, the student Qiay derive fiuiher knowledge 
or iUustiation, thus choosing to be a ^iq^boaid to guide 
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IIS fltadies laiher flian a paek-hone or pony to cany him 
OTor the load, and deeming it tu better that he ahoold be 
taught and led to do the work wisely and well himself than 
to hare it done for him. With tids view I haye lefened 
him or left him to go to the dictionaiy, which eveiy stu- 
dent should have oontinually by him and should form the 
habit of consulting^ for the geography of places and even 
fixr the knowledge of antiquities, except when it was essen- 
tial to the understanding of the passagCi or perchance the 
point was involved in some special difficulty or uncertain^. 
If any should question the necessity of so copious an in- 
troduction, or its consiBtency with the brevity which has 
been studied in the notes, I have only to say, that regard- 
ing a pretty familiar acquaintance with the occasion and the 
dieumstances as the fint requiute to the interpretation or 
the appreciation of any work, I hoped that all this intro- 
ductory matter would conduce directiy to the unde standing 
of the orations and to a fuller sympathy with the orator 
and the actors. 

The text of this edition follows mainly that of Bekker^s 
stereotype edition. I have not hesitated, however, to de- 
part fiom it^ whenever there seemed to be sufficient rtsasons, 
which have usually been stated in the notes. The editions 
and commentaries which I have most ftequentiy consulted 
an (hose of J. H. Beiske, conecfced and enlarged by O. H. 
Schafer, London, 182S ; W. Dindor^ Oxford, 1849, itself 
a Ubrarjf of notes and comments on Demosthenes ; K. H. 
lUtseber and K H. Funkhlinel, Leipsic, 1834 ; J. H. 
YSmd, HalK 1856 ; A. Westermann, Leipsic, 1851 ; F. 
Ihanke^ Leipsic, 1871 ; C. Rehdanti, Leipsic, 187S ; B. 
WhistoD, London, 1859 ; and O. H. Heslop, Oxford, 1872*. 
I have nsoaUy oompaied them all in reftrenoe to difficult 
« and diipated paseages. I have fiwrnd the notes of Whiston, 
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Franke, and Behdantz particularly sensible : nd snggestiye. 
When I have thought the lenderings in any of these edi- 
tions particularly just and happy, I have often quoted them 
and given credit accordingly; and I am indebted to them 
for suggestion and confirmation in other instances in which 
I can only make this general acknowledgment In my own 
renderings I have tried to follow the rule which I inculcate 
in my classes of giving as close and exact a translation as 
can be given in good- idiomatic English, aiming at far at 
pattibU to make Demosthenes speak an English as compact^ 
clear, pointed, and energetic as his own Greek, and bcdiev- 
ing, as I do with all my heart, that ihere can be^no better 
discipline for the faculties of reason and speech in the 
schools than that which may be acquired by a faithful rep- 
resentation, a genuine rqnwhietum, in our vernacular, if only 
that might be hoped fbr, of the Orations of Demosthenes.

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INTRODUCTION. 



Thb genius and eloquence of Demorthenes have pei^ 
petuated the memoiy of persons of^whom we might other- 
wise have ne^er heard, and inyested with interest iiIaoeB 
of which we should otherwise have known little and . • 
for which we should haye cared less. Philip and Olyn- 
thus, immortalised in his orations^ have not only become 
familiar names in ancient history, but have given new 
words to the languages of modem Europe.^ The city 
to which the Olynthiacs of Demosthenes have given so 
much celebrity, claimed an antiquity scarcely less vener- 
able than that of Athens herseUl Its founcbttion was as- 
cribed by some to a mythic son of Heicules, by others to 
a son of Stiymon, the Thraeian king. Lying near the head 
of the Toronaio gulf between the peninsulas of Pallene and 
Sithonia, surrounded by a fertile plain and &vorably situ- 
ated lor navigation imd commerce, it eariy became an im- . 
portant place and was'at one time the head of a confederacy 
of over thirty cities in and near the great Chalcidic penin- 
sula. Inhabited by the Bottiiei, it first makes its appear- 
ance in history as ftimishing a contingent of troops to the 
army of Xerxes in the Persian war. Suspected, howeveri 
after the battle of Salamis, it was besieged and taken bj 
Artabanis^ and its inhabitants maasaersd, thus fineshadow- 
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ii^ in the eail j hiskny of Greece that more fatal oTerihiow 
which ehortly preceded the sabvenion of Grecian fiberty. 
Bepeopled by Chalcidio Greeks, who had Veitled in the 
neighborhood from Chalda, a colony of Athens in Eabcea, 
Olynthns now came mora directly into the circle of Grecian 
states and entered upon a new csreer of diveisified and 
eventfiil htstoiy. We cannot foUow it in detail Con* 
dsdy it is as follows : Originally by descent and by natu- 
nd aflBnity allied to Athens^ but in the Peloponnesian War 
taking sides with Sparta, and thus securing an acknowl- 
edged independenoe ; usually on friendly terms with the 
esilier kings of Macedon, but gradually growing rich and 
po w erfu l at their expense, now by inducuig -fella, their 
chief city, to jdn the Olynthiac confederacy, and now 
fliiough the Toluntaiy cession of Lower Macedonia on the 
Thennaio Gulf by King Amyntas io sayo it from the 
Slyrians; attracting most of the Chalcidio cities to ite 
alliance by the liberality of ite international principles and 
politieal spirit, but by this yeiy prosperity awakening the 
cnTy and jealousy of Acanthus and ApoUonia, and pro- 
voking them te join with Maeedon in calling for the armed 
intervention of Sparta ; successfully resisting for a time the 
Laoedsemonians at the height of their power in a four years' 
war and inflicting upon them a terrible defeat in which 
ihey«lost their general, but compelled by famine to sue for 
peaoe and submit to their hegemony ; on the decline of that 
hflgemonyi reuniting all the Chalckibns under ite own su- 
premacy, and eyen wresting Amphipolis from the Athenians^ 
baft in turn stripped by them of Methone, Potidiea, Toronea, 
•i|d mnrml other towns in the vicinity ; courted, flattered, 
and soqght as an ally, both by Athens and by Philip^ and 
vibnlii^ now towards the one and now towards the otlier 
ef these great powen^ but attacked vicdently at length by

all the forces of the latter and imperfectly aacoored and sus- 
tained by the former — Olynthus was finally betrayed into 
the hands of Philip, the city was destroyed, and the in- 
habitants, men, women, and children, were sold into slavey. 
The &11 of Olynthps completed the conquest of the thirty- 
two Chalcidio cities, whose destruction was so complete that 
Demosthenes says in his third Philippic, five years after- 
wards, that their sites could hardly be found, and it might 
be supposed that they had neyer been inhabited. 

A fuller history of the period after the accession of Philip 
to the throne may shed light on the relations of the Olyn- 
thians, Athenians, and Macedonians at the time of the 
Olynthian War, and may hdp the reader to a better under- 
standing of the Olynthiao orations. Whiston has giren it' 
concisely and with ■ carefol reference to authorities : ** This 
event (the accession of Philip) soon changed the position 
of afiiedrs. The Athenians at first supported a rival, Argseua^ 
in his claims to the throne, with a view of recovering Am- 
phipolis (Died., XYL 3), and a portion of their forces, prin^ 
cipally mercenaries, actually marched from Methone on the 
coast for thirty mUes inland, where, with Aigasus him- 
self, they were attacked by Philip and obliged to surrender 
(c. Aristoa, § 144). But it was not Philip's policy to make 
enemies, so he allowed them to depart^ and sent an embassy 
to Athens, with proposals of peace and friendship, professing 
also to give up all claims of his own to Amphipolis (Died,. 
XVL 8, 4 ; Orote, ILL 301), which, according to Diodoraa, 
Lad already been evacuated by the Miioedonian tioope 
posted there by Philip's predecessor, Perdiocas l(6rote, X 
516), to protect it against the Athenians (b. a 86d-^58). 
Nevertheless, from whatever cause (Orote, XL 306), the 
Athenians did not themselves make any attempt tt oocnpy 
it : and Philip^ as soon as he could, resolved to take advan- 
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tage of their lemissness by attacking it himself, while he 
deluded them with the assurance tliat he intended to restore 
it to them after capturing it (o. Aristoc, 1 38 ; De Halon., 28). 
fiat this promise he did not fulfil, and the Olynthiansy 
alanned at the conquest and the rapid extension of his 
power, thereupon sent to Athens to negotiate an alliance 
(Oljnth., IL 20), but without success^ for the Athenians 
still trusted the continued assurances of Philip. Sepulsod 
in that quarter, they readily accepted the alliance which 
that politic monarch o£Pered them, and received from him 
the cession of Potidsea, taken from the Athenians (a a 
357) by their combined forces (PhiL, IL 22 ; Grote, XL 
336). And even before this he .had ceded to them the dis- 
trict and city of Anthemus, so that he eifectually secured 
their friendship to himself and their hostility against 
Athens^ while, without any formal declaration of war, he 
WIS commencing that series of aggressions which led to what 
WIS called the war of Amphipolis, and continued between 
the Athenians and himself for twelve years^ till the peace 
cf B. a 346 (FaL L^ pasdm). But Philip and the Olyn- 
thians were too near neighbors to ooiftinue friends, their 
independence and progress being manifestly inconsistent 
with his ambitiou s^ aggiandi«jment. Ab his power and 
conquests extended, their conviction of this fact appears to 
kav^beoomo more decided, for we read (c Aristoc., 1 29) that 
mn. a 352-51, probably after Philip's victories in Thes- 
sity, they had again become the friends, though not aa yet 
allies^ of Athens. This change in their sentiments Philip 
appears to have considered, and perhaps with satisfaction, a 
sufficient reason for hostilities. Accordingly soon afler- 
warda (PliiL,L 20) his troops invaded their territory,and in 
B* a 350-49 (Orote^ XL 449), after recovering from an 
^ QlaHS in Thvaoe^ he commenced serious operations against 
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them by marching into Chaloidioe. Tho immediate eauee 
of this attack is stated by Justin (VIII. 3) to have been 
their reception and protection of his two half-bxotheiSi a 
brother of whom he had abeady put to death, and who 
themselves escaped, for a time, the same &te by flight. 
But this doubtless was only a pretext, not the real cause of 
his hostility, nor do we even know when it was first put 
forward. This attack wps preceded by his previous reduc- 
tion of several other Chalcidian towns, till tiie progress of 
his conquests and their proximity to themselves at last in- 
duced the Olynthians to send to Athens with proposals for 
an alliance, and to solicit its active 90-operation against him. 
This proposition was favorably received, as the Olynthians 
would naturally expect ; for not long before the Athenians . 
themselves had expressed a wish that Olynthus might be 
induced to act against Philip (Olyn., L 7). The assembly 
which was called to consider it was almost unanimous in 
voting that assistance should be sent, though Demades 
(Suiilas s. V.) opposed it But tlie conclusion of an alli- 
ance was a very different thing with the Athenians from 
active co-operation with their allies, and therefore it was 
that^Demosthenes delivered his throe Olynthiao orations 
one after the other, pressing upon his reluctant fellow- 
citizens the duty of vigorous action as well as wise deter- 
mination^ After his second speech, as it would seem, two 
thousand mensmariei were despatched under the eoaimand 
of Chares (Dionys., Epis. L ad Amm. DL) and some suo- 
cosses were achieved by him. The news cieated much 
exultation at Athens, and the people began to Jmcy, not 
only that they had rescued Olynthus, but that there was a 
fair prospect of their punisliing and humbling Philip (rtdv 
Myove vt pi rsv niMtp^avHrAit ^themm 6pm. yiyMyicpovr). To 
combat this delusion, to exhort his ftUow-countiymen to 
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ttill greater and penonal exertion^ — poasiUj, too, in con- 
aeqnenee of a aeoond embassy firom Olynthus, — Demoa- 
thenea deUvared hia third Olynthiaa One apecifio meaaiue 
▼Inch lie then leoominended was an expedition of Athenian 
citiaena inatead of'foraign meroenariea. Thia plan, how- 
erer, waa not then adopted, nor do we know for certain 
whether the oration (delivered towards the end of & a 360) 
waa productiye of any immediate and practical resalts, for 
aoon afterwarda the Athenian forces wore engaged in En- 
hoBa in patting down a revolt, probably instigated by Philip 
himaelf (De Pace^ 6). FromihiboBa, in the first half of B. a 
S49y a cavalzy foite of Athenian citizens crossed over to 
Olynthns^ and PhilochoroSi an ajathor quoted by Dionysina 
of Halicamassos (Epia. L ad Amm. IX.), statea that Charea 
waa despatched with a body of two thousand hoplitea and 
three hundred horsemen, all citiaena. This force, however, 
of Athenian dtiaens^ as Mr. Orote auggesta (XL 467), waa 
not aent till the latter part of the war, which continued two 
jeaxa and a haUl We are ftirther assured by Demosthenes 
(FaL Legi, 801) that from first to laat the Atheniana de- 
apatohed no less than ten thousand mercenaries and four 
thooaand native troopa and fifty truemes to assist their 
aUieai But all to no purpoae; their troopa were badlyS 
eomnumded, and no really efficient aid waa given till it waa 
\too late; and Olynthua finally fell by treacheiy into Phil- 
ip'a handa (n. a 347)."* 

Soeb ia the narrative which Whiston, following the load 
ef Grote^ givea of the effi>rta of the Athenians to aid Olyn- 

' , ifani% and auch aU that can be Imow* with eerta«ii<|f of the 
effect of the Olynthiaes of Bemoathenea on theae tiansac- 
.CionSi The mora common account^ adopted by Becker in 
hia "Demoathene a aa Statesman and Orator,"* Thiilwall in 

t Ua^HiatoijofOseecab'' etc, and genenlly accepted pravioua 
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to the appeaianoe of Orote's Hiatoiy, ascribes to the Olyn- 
thioc orations a more direct and controlling infittonco in the 
Olynthian War. In brief it is as follows : the three Olyn- 
thiae orations \rere occasioned by thrbd successive embassies 
from Olynthns asking military aid against the encioach- 
inonts of Philip, and wore followed by three sacoessive 
expeditions sent out from Athens for that purpose. The 
first embassy, opposed by Demades, Eubulus, and others, 
was warmly supported^ by Demosthenes, and a force of two 
thousand mercenaries, under Chares, was sent for their 
relief. But after skirmishing about the coast of Pallene 
and capturing a few scattering bands of Macedonians, they 
returned in triumph to Athens. Beaten in two engage- 
ments and driven within their walls, the Olynthians now 
sent a second embassy. Demosthenes, in a second oration, 
exerted all his energies to rouse the Athenians to exertions 
worthy of the interests at stake and their former gloiry; 
and the people sent a fbroe of four thousand mercenaries 
and one hundred and fifty horse under Charidemus. llie 
Olynthians sallied forth to meet them, and were repulsed ; 
and then the mercenaries resolved themselves into a band 
of freebooters and pluxidered the territory which they were 
sent to protect A third embassy now entreated for an 
army of citizens; and Demosthenes seconded their request 
in a third oration of still greater urgency and eloquence. 
They accordingly voted an army of two thousand in&ntry 
and three hundred ctfvalry consisting of citizen soldiers, 
and summoned all Qreeee to resist the encroachments of 
the common enemy. 

Orote does not deny the sending of the three expeditions 
mentioned by Dionysius on the authority of Philochorus^ 
but be finds insuperable objections against associating them 
with the three orations of Demosthenes and supposing 
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them, as Dionysius does^ to oonstitttte the whole Olynthian 
War. •* The Olynthian War,** he aays, ^ began in 350 b. a, 
and the three Olynthiacs of Demoethenes lefor, in my judg- 
ment, to the fint months of the war. But it lasted until the 
eady spring of 347 b. a, so that the armaments men- 
tioned by Fhilochorus may have occurred during the last 
half of the war. I cannot but think that Dionysius^ being 
satisfied with finding tkree expeditions to Olynthus which 
might be attached as results to the tkree orations of Demos- 
tiienesy has too hastily copied out the three from Fhilochorus, 
and has assigned the date of 349-48 & a to the three ora- 
tunUf simply because he found that date given to the three es^ 
pediiwns by Fhilochorus ** (GrotCi XL p. 467). The principal 
reason for separating the three expeditions fiom the three 
orations is found in the history of the Athenian expedition to 
Eubcea. At the time when the thirdOlynthiac was deUvered, 
no expedition of Athenian eiiuem had been sent to the aid 
of Olynthus. But Athenian citizens were sent thither, as 
above stated, ftom Euboca during the first half of 349 n. a 
The inference is that the orations were all delivered prior 
to that sending. The simple fiict that the Olynthiacs make 
no allusion to the Eubcean expedition certainly favore the 
opinion 'tiiat the orations preceded that agitating and impor- 
tant expedition (Orote, XI. p. 469). The question cannot 
be settled^ although that question carries with it another, 
namely, the I3ate of the Olynthiacs, which Grote^ followed 
by Whiston, assigns to 350 n. a, but whidi is more oon^ 
monly assigned to 849-48 b. a 

There is another vexed question which is more insoluble 
than thcss^ and that relates to the order in which the three 
orations wero delivered. In all the manuscripts as well as 
prineipBl editions they are arranged in the order in which 
thsj aie now nombeied. * But Dionysius cites them by 
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their first words in such a manner as to indicate that he reck- 
oned the first as last, and the second and third as first and 
second. And Grote accedes to the arrangement of Dionysius 
so far as to place the second fiist, but he regards the first as 
belonging in the second place, and holds the third as still 
entitled to the place which it has always occupied. The 
presumptum is certainly in fiivor of the order which they 
occupy in the manuscripts ; and the preponderance of au- 
thority is in favor of the same arrangement, which had the 
unanimous sanction of the ancient scholiasts, gra mmarian s^ 
and rhetoricians, and also meets the approval of the major- 
ity of modem scholars. Petrena, in his dissertations (1833 
and 1834), hfts thorouglily canvassed the internal evidence, 
and presented in a clear and strong light the arguments in 
favor of the traditional order. Dindorf considen the ar- 
gument conclusive, and has prefixed a summary of it to his 
notes on the 01ynthiac& Westermann has reached tha 
same conclusion in the first part of his Qucutume$ Dcmoi- 
thenicce where be has devoted an elaborate treatise of eighty- 
four pages to this question. Schaefer, Bohnecke, Yomol, 
Itehdantz, and Kennedy also defend the order in which 
they are edited. Thirlwall advocates the Dionysian order. 
Grote, followed by Whiston, as we have seen, and by MtQler, 
in his '' History of Greek litemture,** agrees with Dionysius 
in placuig the second first, but adheres to the common 
opinion in retaining the third as the last This last point 
may be regarded as substantially settled by the almost uuan« 
imous verdict of competent judges. Thirlwall now stands 
almost alone in opposition to the spontaneous conviction xxr 
feejing that the third oration alone was worthy to be and 
must in fact have been the last oration of Demosthenes on 
the subject of Olynthus. The order of the other two still 
remains and is likely always to remain tub jwUee. The

The strong language of the orator m the former of these 
passages has been understood to imply that they were put 
to death. But the latter passage explains his meaning (aee 
note on De Cor., 48). The real state of the case is more 
truly indicated by one of Plutarch's anecdotes which repre- 
sents them as complaining that some of Philip's courtiers 
had called them traitors. "The Macedoniansy" he is said 
to have replied, ''are blunt, rough folks : they call a spade 
a spade." Nothing worse appears to have befiiUen them 
than the disappointment of their ambitious aims, in the 
utter ruin of the city where they had probably hoped to rule, 
and the condition of exiles with the consciousness that they 
were abhorred by the friends of their countiy and deq^iaed 
by its enemies. (See Thirlwall, YoL IL p. 209.) 

ANALYSIS OF THE OLTNTHIACS. 

One characteristic of these orations which cannot but 
strike the modem reader is their brevity. The text in this 
edition, as the reader will see^ occupies only about ten pa^^ea 
for each, and only a little over thirty pages in alL Mr. 
Kennedy's tmnslation of the orations fills a little over 
twenty pages in Bohn'a edition, giving an average of less 
than seven pages to each. A modem orator woidd* have 
occupied five or ten times the space, without after all say- 
ing so much as our orator has said that was directly to tlie \ \ 
point, and adapted simply to accomplish his object. Di- I) 
loctness, simplicity, plainness, and clearness* are also equally 
fhaiacteristio of these orations. They are masterpieces of 
art, and yet it is the art which conceals art Th6y are 
highly artistic, but at the fitrthest possible remove from all 
that is artificiaL These qualities will be fliUy appreciated 
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only after a repeated leading of the oiatioiia. Bat the f (d- 
lowing analysis may serve to illastrate fhem and may also 
aid the leadei^a perception and lememlnanoe of the jdan

FIRST OLTNTHIAa 



The exordium, comprised in a single sectioUi we might 
say in a sin^e sentence^ simply presents in a clear and 
striking li^t the reason why the people shoold give the 
ontor, in common with other speakeiSi an attentive hear- 
io^ The second pamgnph, consisting of the next eleven 
sections (2 - 12), states with equal clearness and conciseness 
ihe orator^s advice to send immediate succor to Olynthus 
and his reasons for it^ in which he skilfully mingles encour- 
i^ment dmwn from the spontaneous offer of so important 
and sd natural an ally with warnings from the perpetual en- 
croachments of the crafty and despotic FhUip, and reproofr 
for their own negligence of the past and presenlt^ and fond but 
fifae hopes for the future. The next two sections (14, 16) 
exhibit forcibly in the light of the past the bankruptcy and 
rain which must inevitably result from a continuance in the 
ssme coorse. The next three sections (16 - 18) develop in 
a manner worthy of the chief statesman as well as the first 
orstor o^Athens his definite plan for the relief of Olyn. 
thus^ which is twofold : firsts to send troops to protect the 
Chalddie dtiea ; and, second, to despatch another armament^ 
paiUy naval and partly military, to ravage the territory of 
Fhilipi The next two sections (19, 20) relate to ways and 
mmoB, and ahow how the Athenians can have money 
enough by a temporuy appropriation of the theoric ftind 
ifthey wQl; if they ^i^ n^^^ 1)J <a extraordinaiy war-tax. 
Bsetfons S1-*S4 are intended to encooiage and stimulate 
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the people by an examination of the critieal and uncertain 
state of Philip's affiuiSy owing especially to the fickleness 
and jealonsy of the Thessalians and the free and indepen. 
dent spirit pf the FoBoniana and Illyrians. In the next 
three ictions (26-27) the orator assores the Atheniaiui 
that they mnst take their dioioe, and now it is in their 
jjpwest to choose, between meeting Philip at Olynthus and 
fighting him at their own gates, and that in the latter case 
the damage to the agricultural population alone in a single 
campaign would exceed the whole expense of their late ten 
years' war for the possession of Amphipolis. The conclu- 
sion — a single section and sentence like the exordium — 
summons all classes, rich and poor, soldiers and ocator% to 
rally for the common weal which was no less the private 
, interest of them ally and ends with a brief pmyer — only 
five words — for a prosperous issue. 

SECOND OLTNTHIAa 

The second Olyntiiiac is, as we have already intimated, 
less distinctively Olynthiac and more Philippic than the first 
From this fact Grote draws an argument in fiivor of his 
hypothesis, that the second oration was delivered first, for 
the general purpose of rousing the indignation and hostility 
of the Athenians against PhiUp, before the question of suc- 
coring Olynthus had come before them with any urgency. 
But the Greek Argument or Hypothesis prefixed to the 
Greek text of the second Olynthiac explains this Philippic 
cast of the oration by their fear and dread of Philip, which 
it is now the orator^s chief object to remove. « The Athe- 
nians had given a fiivorable reception to the Olynthian em- 
bassy and resolved to send them aid. And while they are 
prooastinating and draading an encounter with so foimidai* 
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IiIb aa enemy as FhQip^ Demosthenes oemies forwaid and 
endeaToiB to enoooiage them by showing how weak Philip 
veally is : for he is an object of suspicion and distrust to his 
allies^ and the Macedonians in themselves are anything but 
a great power/ Such is the occasion of the oration as 
giTen in the YII0eE2n and accepted by Petrenz, Wester- 
mami, and other advocates of the received orrler of the 
Olynthiacs. The first two sections constitute the exordium. 
The orator begins with the topic which was especially adapt- 
ed to encourage (he dam6ai§tm49npo% 'A^paSoc, namely, the 
good-will of the gods manifested to them in all their history, 
but conspicuously manifest in the raising up at this crisis 
of an ally so near, of such considerable resources, and so 
ineoondlable to Philip ; and he exhorts them not to be so 
hase as^ with their towns and fortresses, to give up also the 
allies and opportunities furnished them by the blessing of 
lieaven. The next two sections (3, 4) contain the iiatemeiU 
ot his object^ which is not to set forth the power and suc- 
cess of Iliilip, and thus rouse them to do their duty, but to 
show his true character, his essential weakness in himself, 
and the only source of his accidental strength, which wasr I 
notinhimself but in Athens. The next panigmph ({{ 6-8) 
eonviets Philip of Cedthlessness and peijury by repeated 
instances in his dealings with the Olynthians and Thessa- 
lians as weU as'the Athenians, and predicts that he will fidl 
hy the very means by which he has risen ; that the very 
men who luive lifted him up when they thought he would 
fiuther their own interests, would puU him down now that 
ha was proved to be doing everything forhiniseI£ The two 
fellawiAg sections (9, 10) insist on the necessary instability 
of aU BMTS material resouroes, towns, fortressee^ harbors, and 
Ilia Ska^ and the utter impossifaility of building an enduring 
en the foundation of iigustios^ ftlsehood, and po^ 
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juiy. This is followed bya brief statement (11 - 13) of his 
advice, which is to send immediate snocor to the OlynthiaoB, 
to inform the Thessolians of this purpose and invite their 
co-operotion, and, above all, to stop talking, in which their 
superioritj was already too conspicuoos, and begin to pay 
wa^taxesy serve in the armies, and do their whole duty. 
The orator then proceeds (14-21) to expose analytically 
and at length the inherent weakness of Philip and his em- 
pire : he and his subjects have diametrically opposite inte^ 
eats ; their peace and prosperity are irreconcilable with the 
military glory which is kU passion ; his troops have a repu- 
tation far beyond their deserts ; he is jealons and ehvioiis 
of his best officers and dismisses them ; and the rest^ his 
fiivoritos, are intemperate, licentious, drunkards and bii|;- 
ands, like himself; his foreign wars have only weakened 
his resources, and a war on his frontiers will expose the rot- 
tenness of his power, as sickness brings out all the infirmities^ 
woilnds, and fractures of the natural body. True (22 - 29)* 
Philip has been a fortunate man, and fortune is everything 
in human affitirs. But he owes his success to his ceaseless 
toil and sleepless vigilance. Be as watchful and energetic 
as he is, nay, act as vigorously for your own rights and in- 
terests as you have often acted for those of the ottier Grecian 
states, and you are tu more likely to e^joy the smiles of 
fortune and the blessing of heaven than Philip. Do your 
own duty in person ; see with your own eyes that your 
generals do theirs ; let your ''classes" (ovftftopim) pay war- 
taxes as they did in the good old times, and not, as they do 
now, manage politics, with an orator to preside on either 
ride, a'general under him, the three hundred to shout ap- 
plause^ and the rest of you attaching yourselves now to this 
party and now ta that In conclusion, then (30, 31), you 
must have done with all this; you must equalise the privi- 
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hgm and {ho .duties of all cIumm of the dtimis ; yoa must 
an in rotatioii aenre in the anniea ; you moat liaten to the 
adTiea of all joor oiatom, and chooae the beat meaaavM^ not 
thoaa leeomniendod by aome popuhr &Torita Then you 
Hill not merely applaud the apeaker at the moment^ but 
younelvea afterwaida when you aee the impiOTed atate of 
yoor affiua. 

THIBD OLTNTHIAO. 

The third Olynthiao U just aa dearly intended to mode^ 
ate the ezoeanve confidence of the people aa the ieoond 
was to inspire them with courage in undue despondency. 
Doubtlesa^ aa the' Argument of libaniua afiirmay the Athe- 
nianahadaent aueoorstoOIynthus, and their mercenaries had 
guned some partial and temporary auccesSy which aet the 
popular heart and tongue all on fire with seal for the pun- 
ishment of Philip. This furnishes the key to the introduc- 
tion (1, 3)9 in which the omtor naively informa them that 
their adTiaen had aimply miataken the quetUtm^ which was 
not how to punidi Philip^ but how to aave themselves ; in 
olher wordsy they were guilty of. the absurdity which 
logidana call Svnyw irp^por in talking about the end 
befine they had made aure of the beginning. He then in 
a aingb aeetaon (3) atatea his difficulty, which is not what 
the people ought to do in the prpaent critical emofgency, 
bat how he could persuade them to do it As preliminary 
to sooih psnuaaion he raminda them (4, 6) of the magnifi- 
csaee of their votea three or four years previous^ when Philip 
waa l epof t ad to be attaitking a fortraaa in Thrace^ and the 
kqg delay and ftrdcal diaparity in ita exeoutiony and 
ths abandonment even of that abortive eifort in oonae- 
Vsnaa qf a repoil that Philip waa aiokordead; and than 
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(6-9) ke ezhorts tbem not to lose the opportunity now 
afforded hj the war of Olynthos against Philip, which they 
had taken so much pains to foment^ and warns them of the 
disgrace and danger that must result from such neglect. 
And now coming to the question of ways and meansi ho 
advances boldly (10- 13) to the recommendation or demand 
which, unpopular and even odious as it is to the Athenian pop- 
ulace, is tiie orator^s main counsel and reliance^ namelyi that 
they should annul the existing laws in regard to the theorio 
fund, which cut the very sinews of war, partly by distrib- 
uting to those who stayed at home the money which should 
support the army abroad, and partly by shielding &om de- ^ 
served punishment those who shirk the service.' Then ho 
returns (14-20) to the necessity of carrying their resolves 
into execution, reminds them of the obvious fact that reso- 
lutions never execute themselves ; that action, though poste- 
rior in order of time to speaking and voting, is prior and 
superior in efficiency ; and now there is an imperative nece»» 
sity, not for mutual censure and recrimination, not for vows, - 
pmyers, and good wishes, and not even for wise counsels, 
so much as for immediate vigorous action. It is no new 
thing for Athenian citisens to serve in the armies and sacri- 
fice their private interest and pleasure to the publio good 
(21-29); this was just what their ancestors did when 
they won such victories and reared such monuments ; whea 
they ruled over willing Greece, and at the same time depos- 
ited millions in the Athenian treasury; when they reared 
public edifices which were the admiration and envy of the 
world, whfle the private residences of Aristides, Mlltiades * 
and tfieother leading men were no more imposing than those 
of their neighbors. How unlike to all this were the manners 
and the measures of the present mien, and how different tlie 
lesnltsl The radical cause of the diffinence (S0-S2) is^ 
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thii ibA people end their rulers have changed ph^ee ; thet 
wbeiees the people were formerly the masteri and the nilem 
their servantfly now, on the other hand, the mlers are the 
llla8ten^ and the people, their humble eervants^ are delighted 
if they diatribute among them the theoric fund and exhibit 
the Boodromia for their entertainment The only way to 
honor and save their country (33 - 36) is to act worthy of 
themselves and their ancestors ; to break away firom this 
degrading and demoralizing servitude ; to give up this life 
of shows and this living on a miserable pittance of show- 
money, or lathmr to receive the money, and, serving in per- 
son in the army, to subsist themselves and carry on the war 
by that means, and thus, without taking away the rights or 
adding to the duties of Athenian eitisens, only equalizing 
the burdens and systematizing the service^ to stand at the 
post bequeathed to them by their anoeston^ and do fbr 
themselves what they so highly honor in others. The ora> 
tion ends, where it begins, with the gods, in a brief and 
simple prayer that they may choose such measures as will 
€9onduoe to the prosperity of the state and the well-being 
of all the people. 

How Bulwer could ever have persuaded himself — to say 
nothing of his readers — that such orations as these were 
suited to amuse and captivate the theatre-going Athenians, 
hot not to conviftce and peiBuade a modem audience, is 
heyond my eomprehension. They are wonderfully plain, 
simple^ diiect^ stiaii^tforward, buiriness>like, and statesman- 
like. There is not a word in them for the mere purpoee of 
tieUiag the ear, affording amusement, or creating a sensa- 
lioii. Tbeie is not a figure or an illustration merely for the 
sake of omament They are the perfection of good com- 
SMm senses plain matter of fii^ forcible thought, and con- 
elsaife masnniuiL or lather unquestionable reeMon, animated 
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by miitable fbeling and expzened in a style of abaolate fit- 
ness and tianspaieni clearness; and such oiationsy while 
they vers especially adapted to move and win those to 
▼horn they were immediately addressedi aie at .the same 
time suited to convince and peisoade intelligent hearan and 
zeadeis in ereiy age. The sa£Boient proof of this is found 
in the ftct that cultivated leaders in all agea^ in spite of 
ehanging and advene drsunstanoes^ kam given them a vev- 
diet of unanimons approval. -

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PREFACE. 



This edition of the Philippioe was intended to be the 
lequel and oompanion of the Olyntbiaea^ already pubUahed, 
and to be bound with that or in a separate Tolume^ at the 
option of those who useit. Little^ therefore^ need now be 
added by way of prellu». With oomparatiTely few ez- 
oeptionsi sufficiently explained in the^notes^ it follows the. 
same text, namelyi that of Bekker in .Tanohnits's" stereo- 
typed edition ; and the introductions and notes have been 
prepared for the same purpose^ on the same general plan, 
and with substantially the same German and English edi- 
tions before me for reference and comparison. The Amer- 
ican edition of Dr. J. M. Smead has also been frequentiy 
consultedi and has never foiled to impress me with ahigfa 
respect tor the fiuthful labors and the thorou^ scholarship 
of the editor. I take pleasure also in acknowledging my 
obligations^ in common with all the teachers and students 
of Greek in our American coU^ges^ to Dr. Champlin as the 
pioneer American editor of so many of the orations of De- 
mosthenes. 

My chief aim has been, not so much to trace out names 
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and dates and oboonre fteta^ and settle disputed questions 
in geography, histoy, arohsBoIogy, or higher oritioisiiiy as 
to help the student follow the aigoment, eatoh the spirit, 
hnbibe the sentiments^ take on the style, enter into the 
lifo and labors^ of the great Athenian orator. It is hoped 
that the genersl and special introductions, the analysis 
of the aigument^ and the snnunaiy prefixed to each para- 
graph «Mr division, will conduce not a little to this end. In 
shorty the dengn of the book is not criticism, but educar 
tioo, and that not to teach the teacher, but to guide and 
inspiie the pupiL I nerer read these cnrations, especially 
sinee our late war, without a new and ririd impression of 
thrir adaptation to warn and instruct us in our countiy 
and our agCb of their educational Talue to all countries and 
an ages, of thefar fitness and their power to teach the young 
especially, not only rhetorical and intellectual, but political 
and moral lessons of unspeakable value. And if the young 
inen who read this edition of the Philipirics may thus not 
only be imbued with something of the eloquence of Demos- 
thenes^ but also inspired with his detestation of bribery, 
eomlptiol^ Qpproaiion, and all wrong, and his supreme de- 
vetioB to liber^, duty, honor, and rig^t^ my object will 
httfe been aeoompliahed, and I shall not hafe labored in 
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Alibouoh the Olynthkei stand fiist in the manuscripts 
and printed editions of the entiie woriu of Demosthenes^ 
the fiist Philippic preceded them some two or three years 
in the deliTerji and is. acknowledged to have heen the 
earliest of lus orations which haye distinct reference to 
Philip of MaoedoOi Some twelye years had now elapsed 
since, on coming to his migorityy her had prosecated his 
guardians fer maladministration, and^ by his qweches 
against Aphobns in the dicasteryi had not only won the 
verdict of the conrt^ but| what was of more Talue^ gained 
some confidence in himself and dereloped that hatred against 
wrong which erer after bcuned as a fire in his bones. Ow- 
ing to his defectiTe articulation and disagreea>ble.deliTery/ 
he had ignominionaly felled in his first appearance beftne' 
the people ; bat instracted by the comic actor, Ba^rros, and 
encouraged by others of his audience, who saw in him the 
geims of an doqaence not inferior to that of Pdides, he 
withdrew, and, after several years of the most painstaking 
and persevering self-eoUiire^ returned to win a qdendid 
triumph and chain Tictory to his car. 

Three years before the first Philippic (b. a 366) he had 
deliTered his oration against Leptines^ which, althou^^ a 
judicial tneatian^ inyohred a puUie ^uestinn.of much intc^ 
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namelyi Aat of the lAiwrgUif or ehaiges for the publie 
«i&t«rtaiiiiDeiit8y and which was followed by the repeal of 
the law introdaoed by Leptmes and oppoeed by Demos- 
tbenea. Two yeaxa before (b. a 354) he had deUvered his 
fint parliamentary or popuhur haiangue before the assembled 
people^ the Oration De SymmoiiiBy in which, while he 
cameetly dissuades the Athenians fiom an aggressive, need- 
lesi^ and inexpedient war against the Persians, to which they 
were inclined, at the same time^ with the insight and fore- 
sight of a trae statesman, he urges them to the adoption of 
aneh a plan of daa^fioaiim and eoiiUribuJtbm to the pMie 
sendee as would prepare them for any and erery public 
emeigenqry thus perhaps already intending (as Dionysius 
ef Halicunassus says, Bhet, YUL 7), although he was too 
wise to make a premature disclosure of this chief end, to 
husband and rally the resources of his country for the 
great struggle with a nearer and more dangerous enemy,— > 
Philip of Macedon, This eariiest of the popular orations 
of Demosthenes, — though he was then a young man at 
the most of thirty-three years, according to Grote and 
Cnrtius only thirty yearn of age,^ — thus shows much 
ef the same j«actical wisdom and discernment of men 
and thingn which mark his whole career ; and fiom this 
time his history becomes identified with the history of 
Athens^ and inseparably connected with that •of all the 
ether Gredan states. Curtius^s admirable chapters on 
^Athens and King Philip" and the ''Last Struggles for 
Indepsndenee" (YoL Y., Chap. IIL and lY) are all strung^

the same is substantially trae of Thirlwall, Oiote, and dl ths 
best anthorities on tids portion of Grecian history. The 
next year (b. a SSS) he made his speech Fh> Mi^galopo- 
litaniBi in which he stems in like manner the popahr eai- 
rent of hatred against the Thebansi and advises the Athe- 
nians to maintain the ezieting status at M^galopoUs and in 
the Peloponnesus, thus consciously or nnoonsdously resenr- 
ing the united strength of Athens and Thebes, and so &r as 
possible of all Greece^ for the final conflict with their com- 
mon enemy. 

Philip had already been on the throne of Macedon seYen 
or eight years, and during six of these years he had been 
steadily encroaching on' the possessions or allies of Athens 
in Northern Greece. Amphipolis, I^jrdna,' Potidsea, and 
Methone had all fidlen into his hands; FhersB, Psgasse^ 
all. Thessaly, i(^as Tirtually in his 'possession ; juiA the 
Athenians were in a perpetual quarrel with him, if not 
at open war. Yet in all this time we find no direct and 
explicit mention of him in the extant orations of Demos- 
thenes. The Athenians were slow to beUere that a king 
of Macedon, the disputed sorereign of a nation of Northern 
barbarians who had liitherto hem no match for' the Olyn- 
thians and their immediate neighbors, and were scarcely 
allowed access to the sea at any point, could be formi- 
dable to the military power of Athens or dangerous to 
the liberties of Greece. But Greece, weakened by divis- 
ions, distracted by mutual jealousies^ and almost eidiausted 
by civil wars, was no longer ibb Greece that hurled back 
the millions of Persia, bafiSed and ruined. The Pelopon- 
nesian War (b. o. 431 - 404) had impaired the HeUenio 
spirit and used up the resouroes of both the leading Gre- 
cian states. The Tbeban War, ending with the death 
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of £pami]i<mdB8| & a 362, had weakened and humbled 
Spazta. The Social War, between the Athenians and their 
allieii^ had stripped Athens of no small portion of its wealth 
and power. The Sacred or Fhocian War, which was raging 
at tlus time^ was still more fiital in its consequences, rous- 
ing almost all Greece to arms and oi)ening the way for 
the direct and authorized interference of Philip in Grecian 
affidiSL Strong in himself^ in his persoui his native genius, 
and his accidental training in the school of Epaminondasi 
•fcroDg in his autocratio power, his brnve and disciplined 
ann 7^ and his growing navy, Philip was still stronger in the 
weakneas and divisions of those whom he meant to subju- 
gate. Athens^ where he most feared resistance to his am- 
bitums projects, was no longer the Athens that Miltiades, 
Themistodes, and Aristides animated to heroic sacrifices 
and led to glorious victories over the Persians. Arms had 
given place to arts. The Acropolis glittered with temples 
and theatres which excited the envy and tempted the cupid- 
ity of their neighbors, while the people were engrossed with 
a socceasbn of spectacles and festivals. The military fund 
was alienated to the maintenance of magnificent shows, and 
it was made a crime even to propose its restoration. The 
poor dung tenaciously to the show-money which they drew 
from the puUie treasury, and the rich contributed reluc- 
tantly to the puUio serviee. Mercenary troops^had been 
their rdianoa in war till they had almost forgotten that 
citinnB ever want in pesKm to the field of battle. From 
iodi a people Philip had little to fear, unless some master 
•piiit of patriotism and eloquence could rouse them from 
their IMmxgf. He early saw and remarked that the battle 
%is not with the AthMiian% but with Demosthenes. If 
aot the cadiest to discover the danger, Demosthenes was 
fts inl to piodaim tt openly and boldly to his sleeping 
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ooantiymeii. The fixsfe great oocaeion of immediate alaim 
for the liberty of Greece and their own eal'ety was the 
attempted march of Philip — now acting oetenaibly as the 
representatlTe of the Amphictyonio Council and the aven- 
ger of the god at Delphi in the Sacred War — through the 
pass of Thermopylflo for the subjugation or extermination 
of the sacrilegious Phodans. This was prevented by the 
Athenians, who^ awakened from their letha^gy^despatched an 
armament of such formidable strength, and so fortified and 
guarded the pass, that Philip did not attempt to fozoe his 
way through it. But he went on strengthening his in&ntiy 
and cavalry, building up a navy, and extending his con- 
quests in llirace till his attack on the "HpoSor T«xo^ ^ foft- 
tress so near the Chersonese that the Athenian possessions 
and colonists there were thus threatened, again aroused 
their fears. Then they voied to equip a fleet of forty tri- 
remes, to man it with Athenian dtinns, all persons up to 
the age of forty-five being liable to serve in the expedition, 
and to nuse an extraordinary tax of sixty talents. But 
wliile the armiiment was in preparation, news came to 
Athens that Philip was sick, and then that he was dead ; 
and then they gave up the expedition (OL, IIL 4, 5). It 
was under these circumstances * (s. a 352,« 351) that 
Demosthenes ascended the benia and delivered his first . 
Philippic, in which he urged the Athenians to necessitate 
the return of Philip to his own country and keep him 
there by sending a fleet to hover along the ooast^ and also

of danger. Fiom this time opposition to Philip's designs 
i^painst the liberties of his ooontiy becomes the ruling idea 
of Demosthenes's lift. This was the first of twelve oia- 
iioiM^ deliyered in the course of aboat as many yean (n. o. 
S52-340), all of which Dionysius calls Philippics, and 
which, whatQrer may hare been their special sabjects or 
occawons, were all in reality directed against the designs of 
Philipii The genius of DemostheneiB has inrested the name 
of this ambitious sorerrign with an added interest, and the 
woid ''Philippie'* has a place and a meaning in all the 
JangoagBS of ttie civilised world. The Oration De Sym- 
moriis^ as interpreted by Dionysius (Rheti VIIL 7) and 
CortiQS (Y. Pi 259, Amer. ed.), was a Philippic in disguise. 
The three Olynthiscs are expressly called Philippics by 
Dionysius (De AdnL^Yi Dia in Demos. 21 -4S)| and are 
as fittce in their denunciation of the Macedonian as any of 
his oratioDSL The Speech on the Gheisonese is scarcely less 
'bitter and severs against Philip than the third Philippic 
whieh was spoken about the same time. Franke dasdfies 
the De Chensoneso^ the De Pace^ and the Olynthiacs with 
the Philippics oommonly so called in his edition of the '' ilTtuM 
Phifipirfc Oiations of Demosthenes." Only four orations, 
however, are usually called Philippics ; and onp of these 
(the fourth) is so manifestly made up of portions of other 
orataons of Demosthenea^ strung together by another hand, 
that it is almost univerBsIly pronounced to be spurious^ and 
we have not thought it worth while to include it in this 



K aiqr one should infer from the title that the PhiUp- 
pie% whether those univenally so called or thcee sometimes. 
dssrfisd with them, are nothing but dennndatjon and in- 
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veetiye against Fhilip, it would be as great a mistake as 
another which is quite oxtensiyely preraient^ namely, that 
Demosthenes is always harping on the ancestral glories of 
Athens. The fiiet is, that there is an almost infinite Taaety 
in these as there is in his other orations, — a Tariety in Ae 
oontents and sutgect-matter, not only in different orations 
suited to the occasion and eireumstances, but in the same 
orationy passing from the most vehement invectiTe or the 
most glorious panegyric to (he simplest &cts and the driest 
details of business, — and a correqponding variety in style 
so that ancient critics were accustomed to ascribe to the 
style of Demosthenes the characteristic excellences of all 
the other masters in otatoty, history, and philosophy, — 
the nervous conciseness of Thucydides, the graceful nana- 
tive of Plato, the rhythmical flow and cadence of Isocraies, 
the simplicity and deamess of Lysias, the dignity and 
stomgth of Isaeus, each in its proper j[>lace^ — together with 
a logical force and a patriotic and mond earnestness all his 
own. 

If we inquire what were the secrets of Demosthenes^s 
power as an orator, the main points may perhaps be briefly 
enumerated under the following heads : — 

1. He was not a mere orator : he was also a'statesman. 
''I did not speak thus," he says in the just pride and 
splendid egotism of his Oration on the Crown^ ''and then 
not move a resolution; and Ididnot move a resolution, and 
then not serve on the embassy ; and I did not serve on the 
embas^, and then not convince the Thebans : but fixmi the 
beginning all through to tibe end I devoted myself abso- 
lutely to the dangen which encompassed the state.* While 
this was his boast, it was also his strength. His oratory 
was the exact expression of the orator himself ; and the 
orator himself was the impersonation of the best elements 
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of hit age and ooosktrj, fhe guardian of fhe libertiea of 
Gieeoe^ Uie lepieaentaiiTC of the fune and glory of Athens. 
He may peifaiqps be considered a man of one idea, bat that 
idea was the very soul and almost the substance of the 
IweA periods of Gredan history. If he had but one object^ 
that object was the only one worthy of Athens and of 
Greece, And he strore to accomplish that chief end of his 
own life and his oountiy's histcny by means as yarious as 
fhe dicumstances under which he spoke^ by counsels and 
measures just suited to the emeigencyy by &cts or argu- 
mentsy simple nairatiye or impassioned appeal, dear details 
of idans and forces or urgent motiyes to immediate and 
strenuous action, just such as the people needed, and as 
each oration or part of an oration seemed to require. With 
instruction, reproof conviction, and persuasion thus coming 
each in its proper time and place^ and all pervaded, ani- 
mated, and inspired by cme idea and that idea the veiy life 
and ^katj of Athenian history, it is not strange that ho 
canied with him the sympathies of the people^ even when 
fbey were smarting under defeat incurred in following his 
advice. 

S. Another secret of his power lay in the richness and 
appropr iateness of the materials and Ae strength and skil* 
fbl amogement of the arguments which constituted the 
staple of his orations. It is a great nustake jfco suppose 
that the duef merit of Demosthenes was in his style and 
elocBtian, These greatly enhanced his power over those 
who heard him ; but these cannot explain the charm that 
sUn lii^gna in his orations when read and studied in a dead 
kogui^ ai&l which is not lost in the most imperfect 
translation, Just and vivid oonoeptions of the designs of 
PUIqp^ of the daqgen of his country and the character 
ef Us e ountrjm ea, bfoader views of human nature^ max* 
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ims of pradenoe and sentiments of molality of nniveisal 
application, aignments of ereiy kind drawn fiom erery 
possible somoe^ infinrmed and eiibioed by the Tory logic of 
oommon-sense and maxshalled as Nestor advised Agunem* 
non to anangB his troops, — all these march in solid pha- 
lanx upon a sin{^ point and press upon it witii over- 
whelming finoe. Substance rather than Bhow, breadth 
and depth rather than superficial polish, characterise the 
oiations of Demosthenes. Hence when, in the zenith of 
his c^oxy, our oiator was asked which he thought to be the 
betteTi his own orations or those of Callistnitusy his answer 
was that those of Callistratus were the better if they were 
to be heard, but his own if they were to be read ; thus 
showing that while he -set a high value on deliveiy, he 
claimed the superiority in a more solid and enduring excel- 
lence. Time has confirmed the truth and justice of that 
claim ; the orations of Callistratus are«all lost, but those of 
Demosthenes live and will live through all ages. 

3.' Passing now tem the matter to the manner, we ob* 
serve that the style of Demosthenes is chiefly remarkable 
for its adaptation to the subject-matter and occasion ; in 
other words, its perfect fitness to express his thoughts 
and accomplish his object This implies vaiiefy, flexibil- 
ity, simplicity, deamess, transparency, — the highest excel* 
lences of style. His style is highly artistic, but the art 
is concealed. As compared with most of our modem popu- 
lar orators, it is barren of tropes and bare of omamenti 
Beautiful figures of every kind are found in his orations; 
but he never uses them merely for embelhshment : be uses 
them' to illustrate and enforce his ideas; in other wrads^ 
because the figure spontaneously suggests itself as the most 
obviousy natural, and forcible expression for the thouc^t. 
Simple thiA0i in simple ways; plain /thoughts, in phin 
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*W0idB; bamiiig emotions in buming language; thunder 
only when there is lightning, and when there is no tern- 
peet^ and no occasion for any, the tranquil liquid atnios> 
phere and the dear Uue sky, — in shorty fit words in fit 
places is the one universal law in the style of Demosttienes. 
Simple nanatiTe rises into sublime declamation, and that 
again subsides into simple nanative. Vehement bursts of 
paseion are soon followed by a resumption of the chain 
of argument out of which they flashed like the spark 
fiom an electric communication momentarily interrupted. 
Jkfter prostrating his adversaries by his fieiy logic, as Bobert 
Hall happily saysi ** by jus abrupt and terrible intenpga- 
tiona he tramples them in the mire.** His sentences are 
seldom veiy long; and when they are longest^ they are com- 
pact^ condensed, with all the clauses duly co-ordinated or 
OQbcxrdinated according to the Greek idea of a period, and 
connected with other sentences (usually shorter ones for 
the sake of variety) according to the strict rules of Geeek 
composition. As the oration grows more animated and im- 
pasrioned, the sentences usually become shorter and more 
intense, following each other in quick succession, like the 
sapid firing in the heat of battie ; though he seldom con- 
tinues this for a great whOe without stopping, gathering 
lip his forces in one 'mighty phalanx, and hurling them in 
aiassive form and inesiBtible force upon the ene^y. 

4. The soul of Demosthenee^s eloquence was his politi* 
csl and nunal ea r nestness. S» was tiiorou^y, we might 
almost say teiribly, in earnest Even in his calmest mo- 
ments his heart was all aglow, and, whenever his judgment 
approved aiiSl his will permitted, this set on fire his logic; 
this fiashed out in his inteivpgation% and broke forth, like 
thmderbblts^ in his invectives ; this was the heat of passion 
iridflh aoecmnanied the lififat of reason, in all his sDcech 
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and aetioiL Hk ^amesfcnofls was parUji porhape, profiw- 
sional and penonal; hence his greatest oiationy like the 
greatest speech of Daniel Webster, was one in which his 
own reputation was involved with the honor of his ooon- 
tiy. But it was chiefly that earnestness which springs fiom 
great ideas and a noble object It was patriotic, heroic, 
martyr-like. Demosthenes was the embodiment of more 
than Athenian character and history. He was the imper- 
sonation of those ideas of undying power and universal 
influence, — the ideas of duty, liberty, and glory. To 
breathe these ideas into his countrymen was the object of 
bis orations, the aim and end of his life. And while they 
listened to him, for the time being, — alas, that it was only 
for the time being, — he often succeeded in animating them 
with his own spirit And the most valuable lesson which 
the young orator and scholar may learn from the orations 
and the history of Demosthenes is thatf eloquence consiBts not 
in fine words and beautiful figures^ but in truth and ear- 
nestness, and the chief end of life is not success, but duty 
uid self-sacrificing devotion to some worthy end. 

5. The delivery of Demosthenes was just that thougihi- 
ful, soul-full, sublime, godlike **aeU<m*' which he himself 
declared to be the first, second, and third thing in oratory, 
and by which he meant, not gesticuhftion or elocution, bat 
iw6Kpuns (that was the orator^s word), that is, the ezaet 
rqpretenioHon or full and perfect esgntirion of the thoughts, 
emotions, wishes, and aspirations of the speaker. It was 
those low undertones so expressive of depth and earnest- 
ness, and that compressed lip fUl and more than full of 
determination and intensi^, and the brow fbnowed with 
thought and care, and the qrs moistened with tears, and 
the form bent 'forward as if in eager pursuit, and the 
dinched hands giving a teniUe emphasis to the utteranoe 
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of Ids iinpftiMiinnffd aentenoef, — it was all theso emed of

FIRST PHILIPPIO. 



INTEODUCTIOlf. 






The Fiist Philippic was delivered late in the year 352 B. a, 
or early in the' year 351. The progreBS of Philip's oonqoests 
and aggressions, which fumishod the occasion for it^ and whose 
rapid succession oar orator himself has sketched in more than 
one of his orations (e. g. OL^ l^ 12, 13 ; PhiL, 1.4; Ik Cor^ 69X 
may be legisterod chronologically thus: iLmphipolis^ on the >^ 
8tr}'monic Oulf, so tenaciously held by the Athenians as a oolony, ^ 
and so eagerly coveted as a source ot^upply of timber Tot their V'fj 
ships, was captured by Philip in 3^(Curtius, V. p. 52 ; GwAto,/rj 
XL 32dX and from that time was held up for many yean aa a/jy 
bribe to purchase peace or a rod to compel compliance, Pydna, ^ 
Potidom, and Methone, all clustering about the.Thermaie Quit, r* 
which lay nearer to Athens, and Methone, the last possenifm. of 
the Athenians on the Macedonian coast, wore taken severally in 
the years 357, 356, and 353. Pagasoet, Pherao, and Magnesia, 
lying on or about the still nearer Pagasnan Oul( and goarding 
the approaches towards Thermopylie, all fell into his hands in 
35dL~The same year witnessed also his attempt to pass thnyn^ ^ 
Theraiopyla) for the destniction of the Phocians, Most of these 
important places had stood in more or less intimate lelationa to 
the Athenians, and were wrested more or less directly from their 
hands. With his fleet gathered or largely increased by his con- 
quest of these maritime cities, he- now plundered the merdisnt- 
men- of the allies of Athens (as we learn from the oration itself 
§ 34), landed his troops on the Athenian islands Lemnos and 
Imbros, carrying oif Athenian citiscns as prisonerB» and even 
seised their ships at QersBStos in Eubooa, levied immnnse samt

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TIm orator apologues for the smallnefls of the force, which ha 
xeoommeiidi, hj an explicit acknowledgment (§ 23) that it y(fiM 
impoesible for the Atheniana now to f omiBh a force that coald 
meet Philip on the field of battle ; hence it waa necessaxy, at 
pieeent, to adopt this gaerilla warfare. Knowing Job coontiy- 
men, as he also knew Philip^ only too weU, he adapts his advice 
to their character and the present necessity, and, like a wise 
counsellor and iar-seeing statesman as well as zealous pateiq^ he 
at once alarms and encourages them ; he pmntaToufat onoe the 
causes of their present weakness and the sources of their possible 
future strength. .He proposes a definite, a feasible, and, it would 
seem, a wise plan which he might wdl hope th^ would not 
only Tote, but execute, and, by executing, gain courage and 
strength for greater undertakings. Yet Ids advice was not fol- 
lowed ; neither of the two measures which he recommended was 
carried into effect ; the working armament was not sent oni^ norv 
was the home-force ever got ready. It was not until the foilow- 
. ing month of September (the oration being delivered some time 
in the first half of 351 B. a*) that any actual force was sent 
against Philip ; and even then nothing mora was done than to 
send the mercenary chief Charidemus to the Chersonese, with 
ten triremes and five talents in money, but no eoklien. The 
^ Athenians were invincibly averse to any efforts and sacirifto 
which were not- indispensably necessary ; ^e older_ o ratoni o f 
the peace party, Eubnins and Demades^, with tiie rapport of 
Phocion, had the popular ear, and were not anxious to yield it 
to a young and dangerous rival ; and there were already parti- 
sans of Philip (§ 18) who were as ready to influence the pqmlar 
mind in his favor as they were to r^Knrt to their MBoedonian 
master all that was done at AthenSi 

But the oration is, for all this, none the less worthy of our 
admiration and study. ''It is,* as. Orote Justly remarks (XL 
440), ^not merely a splendid piece of oratory, emphatio and fiir- 
cible in its appeal to the emotions^ bfinging the audience by

>.^ Iftdlenie patnodsm and with the dignity of that iiee Grecian 
^^ ^ iVDild now threatened bjr a monarch from without It haa other 
merita beaidee, not lees important in themselvesi and lying 
more immediately within the eeope of the lustorian. We find 
Ilemoathenee^ yet only thirty years old, young in political life^ 
and thirteen years before the battle of Chsoroneay'taking accu- 
imte meaaure of the political relations between Athens and 
Philip ; examining those relations during the past^ pointing out 
liow th^ had become every year more un&Torable, and foretell- 
lug the dangerous contingencies of the future, unless better pre- 
eantiona were taken ; exposing with courageous franknessi not 
only the paat mismanagement of public men, but also defective 
diapontiona of the people themselvesi wherein such management 
had ita root ; lastlyi after fault found, adventuring on hia own 
veaponsibility to propose spedfio measures of correction, and 
mging upon reluctant citixens a painful imposition of personal 
haidship as well as dT taxation. We shall find him insisting on 
tlie same obligation, irksome alike to the leading politicians and 
to the people (§ 51X throughout all the Olynthiacs and Philip- 
pics. We note his warnings given at this early day, when 
timely prevention would have been practicable ; and his supe- 
xiori^ to older politicians, like Eubnlus and Phocion, in pru- 
dent appreciation, in foresight, and in die courage of speaking 
out unpalatable truths^ The first Philippic alone is suflicient 
to prove how justly Demosthenes laya claim to the merit of 
'having aeen events in their b^nnings,' and givin timely 
warning to his countrymen (II9 Cbr., 846). It will also go to 
shdW, aloqg with other proofs hereafter to be seen, that be was 
not less honest and judidoua in his attempta to fulfil the remain- 
ing poitaoa of a statesman'a duty, that of working up his coun- 
tiymen to unanimous and resolute enterprise ; to the pitch 
requisite not merely for speaking and votings but for acting and 
aniaJng^ against the common enemy.* 

Befoe reading thia first Philippic of Demosthenes, the student 
shonld eaileaveff to reimduee in hia mind'a ^ye, not only the 
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ctremiutanoeii Irat the seenei the tiiiie» the place, the andieiiee^ 
and the oiator ; §m they were all quite eaEtraordiiiaiy. 

The time was extnundniaiy. It was a dedsiTe moment in 
the hiatoiy of Athene and of Greece. Najr, more, it was a great 
eriaiB in the hiatoiy of the world. A power was xising in the 
North and rapidly advancing southward, which threatened, first, 
to subvert the liberties of Greece, and then to bestride Europe^ 
Asia, and Africa like a colossus, obliterating old empires, chan- 
ging the late of nations, and introducing a new epoch in human 
history. It was the same power whidi rose up in prophetie 
vision before the eyes of Hebrew seen in the form now of a 
winged leopard, and now of a he-goat, coming from the west^ 
oveimnnin^ the East, traversing the fiioe of the whole earth 
without touching the ground, and casting down and trampling 
under foot whatever came in i(s way. At the time when this 
oration was delivered, as we have seen, city after city, which 
were but lately the possessions or the allies of Athens, had 
already fidleninto the hands of the king oi Macedon; and now 
to name them was to mark the successive steps of his progresn^ 
now they were so many magazines and batteries for new assaults^ 
so many ^irvcxteuira, as the Greeks woul4 call them, for fiir> 
ther conquests, ^e had indeed met with a temporaiy check at 
Thermopylie, and was now in Thraccp But he was still extend* 
ing his acquisitions, end threatening the poesessions of Athena 
in that quarter; and the Athenians, disheartened, but by no 
means awake to the extent of their danger, were just now in 
that strange state of mingled anxiety and apathy from whieh 
only a prophet's foresight and eloquence could arouse them, and 
only the wisdom and guidance of a faithful and trusted states- 
man could deliver them. 

The place was extraordinary. It was Athois, the watch-tower 
of old Hellas; but, alas ! her most trusted watchmen were now 
asleep, if some of Uiem were not even in vympt^hj and alliaaoo 
with the enemy, — Athens, immortalized at Marathon and FlatMk 
and Artemisium and Salamis as the defender of the liberties of 
Greece, but now, alasl degenerate, if some of the leading men 
w«ae not even false to the principles and spirit of their illne- 
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trioBS anoeston. The particular spot which was the aeene of 
this ontioDy and the centre of political influence in Athensi was 
the P&jx. And this was no ordinary senate-honse, no porlia- 
ment-honse, or co ng res si onal chaftiber, or other common hall of 
assembly. The Ptayx was one of the four hiUs on and around 
which Athens was built, and not less famous or sacred in its 
way than the Areopagus or the Acropolis itself, being the repre- 
sentative of the politics and government of Athens as those 
other world-renowned hills were the representatives severally of 
ita law and its religion. The Pnyx proper was a laige semi- 
circular area, partly hewn out of the solid rock and partly built 
up on a massive Pela^gic wall upon the abrupt face of this hill, 
where all the citizens oi Athens and Attica were wont to assem- 
ble^ beneath no roof but the clear blue sky, and within no walls 
but the cUstanty lofty, bold and purple-tintod mountains, — there^ 
not by their representatives, but in person, not in a council 
consisting at most of a few hundreds, but in an assembly of 
thousands, to deliberate on public affairs and transact the busi- 
ness of the stata The rostra or bema from which the orator 
ipoke^ and to which he ascended by eight or ten steps, hewn out 
of the rod[, was a square platform, a doien or fifteen feet high, 
itself also hewn out of the solid rock, in the middle of the chord 
of that semicircle^ to speak mathematically, or, speaking more 
exactly and popularly, occupying the saqie position in reference 
to the area of the Ptayx and Uie seats of the assembly which the 
liaad and eye of the archer do when he takes hold of the string 
end begins to draw it back and round out the bow, and takes 
light abng the arrow before he lets it fly. That bema looked ; 
dtPBctly down upon the P&yx, and more remotely upon the 
•goia and the whole city. It looked over to the Areopagus with 
its vene r able council and court, and to the Acropolis, crowned 
with temples and statues of the gods. It looked around upon 
Athens and Attica, upon Hymettus and Pentelicus, just behind 
vhidi was the plain of Marathon ; upon Fames and Cithnron, 
Ingraid wUeh wen Platssa and Artemisium and Themiopyln ; 
epoB PIfSBQs and Salamis and Elensis and H^gan and Corinth* 
- sad Aigolia and aU the cities and iabnda and haibon and prooir 
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• 
ontoriet of the Saronio Gulf ; and all these not more beavtiiiil 

to the ejre of the orator and his audience as they flashed in the 

brightness of a Grecian son, than thej were radiant with the 

brighter glories of Athenian history. Never before was there a 

bema in itself so full of inspiration to speaker and heaierB| and 

there has never been one like it since. 

And never before nor since has there been such an audienoe, — 
an audience eompriaiiig the mass of the Athenian people, in 
whose hands were concentred all the powers of legiBhUive, judi- 
cial, and executive government^ educated to a man, of acute un- 
derstanding, of cultivated taste, difficult to please, requiring to 
be instructed like a senate, and yet to be amused as in the 
theatre, canvassing measures like statesmen and criticisiqg words 
like rhetoricians, played on by demagogues like an instrument 
of thousand strings by a skilful musician, and at the same tune 
swaying over sea and land the teeptie of a government scarcely 
less absolute and arbitrary, perhaps even more capricious^ than 
that of an Oriental despot. 

And'the orator was quite as peculiar, quite as remarkable aa 
the audience. Small in stature, slender in form, deficient m 
muscular development, but from the crown of his head to tiie 
sole of his foot instinct with thought and feeling, template in 
all his habits, a water-drinker when eveiybbdy else draiik wine, . 
one^pf those thin men whom tyrants fear and proscribe becaneeCL 
they think too much, further attenuated, mayhap, by study and' 
toil^ a solitary'man while all the Athenians spent their time in< 
talking, laughing, and hearing **9(nMik%ng wwtt^ « watchful, 
anxious, incoiruptible patriot among corrupt demagogues and in 
the midst of a pleasuienneking people, he was always and alto- 
gether different from those around him. And when he rose to 
speak, full of his subject, bearing on his heart the liberties of 
his country, — when, burning with zeial for the right and indig- 
nation at all wrong, he hurled his thunderbolts at tiaiton and 
tyximts,— his hearers felt that tiiere was in him something jnv- 
digiout, something strangely bewitching and overpowering^ 'if 
not even something more than human. Hence the oli-eated ex- 
elamation of .Aeliines to. those who marvelled at the speech ef 
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Ilemosdieiies at i«ad to them by his rivals ''Ycm should have 
lieaid the monster himself I * In like manner Dionysins of Hali- 
camassns si^ : ''When I lead one of the speeches of Isocmtes, 
I am disposed to serene and tranquil thought, like those who 
listen to spondaic measures or Dorian or Lydian melodies; 
\ Imt when I take up an oration of Demosthenes^ I am inspired 
< like the Ooiybants at the Mysteries of Cybele, and I am borne 
I liitlier and thither with anzietyi fear, contempt^ hatred, pity, 
I anger, good-will, and all the varied passions of the orator.* 
V^ This matchless orator was now a young man, at the veiy com- 
menoement of his remarkable public life. From early child- 
hood to mature manhood he has had to contend with difficulties 
which would have diBOOunged and overwhelmed any ordinary 
chaiaeter. Orphanage, dishonest guardians, imperfect educar 
tion, eonstittttional defects and impediments, jealous rivals and 
hitter personal enemies, — everything has been against him. 
He has conquered all these difficulties, baffled his enemiesi 
mastered himself triumphed over nature and adverse circum- 
atancei^ turned lailurB and opposition into helps and means 
of victory. But now he is to enter upon the great battle of his 
life. Now he has to contend not only with Philip and his con- 
quering l<^ons. The ablest generals, the most eloquent orators, 
the oldest and most experienced statesmen, the most admired 
and trusted counsellorB of Athens, are foi; the most part against 
him. The Athenians themselves, in their character and habits, 
are against him. The spirit of tiie people^ all the tendencies of 
the 1^ not only at Athens but in all Greece, are against him. 
In order to succeed he must work a miracle ; he must breathe 
. life (pto the rilw of death itseU He knows this, he feels it in 
his hnnost sooL Yet he does not despair, he does not even 
hesitate. The peo]^ have gathered in crowds from the city and 
the eooatiy and filled the Ptayz. TheKif/ivf cries, ''Who wishes 
to speak t" inthcint waiting fer any of the older orators and 
nsoal leaden of the people, Demosthenes rises from hii seat, 
comes ferwaid, aaoends the bema, and delivers the omtion which 
we aie about to read. We know it was not successful ; the 
feUed to accomplish his eliject. We know that he was

destined to iail in his heme struggle for tlM liberties of his 
oountiy. But he fell as heroes fiill, he died as nmrt/rs die, not 
with those miserable words profit and success on his lipsi'lmt 
with his banner blasoned all over with dnty, honor, liberty, and 
gloij. Feif scenes in history 'are more striking few mors sug- 
gestive of the moral sublime, few mors fruitful in lessons of 
wisdom and duty to young men, than the appeaiunee of Demos- 
thenes on the Atlienian bema for the deliveiy of his Fust 
Philippie.

SECOND PHILIPPIC. 



INTRODUCTIOir. 

A PEBIOD of about eight jean intenrenes between the Fint 
Philippie and the Second, — the date of the fonner being B. a 
358-361, while the latter was delivered in 344-343. To this 
period belong the Oration De Libertale Rhodiomm (a o. 351X 
ia which Demosthenes advises the Athenians to forget all the 
Uttemess ci the Social War and protect the liberties of Rhodes, 
threatened by Aitemiiia, qneen of Garia ; the Speech Gontia 
>|jilMMn (360) against his life-long personal enemy and perseca- 
tor Midias (the Clodins of Athenian history and of the life of 
DemoethenesX which, however, was not deliveredf as the case was 
eompromised ; the three Olynthiacs, which followed each other 
in rapid succession. Philippics all in reality, though not in name, 
and idl spoken in the year 349 ; and the Oration De Pace (34CX 
In which he dissnades the Athenians, justly offended with the 
perfidions policy and selfish ambitioi^ of Philip, from breaking 
the peace jnst made with him, called the Peace of Pbilocrates, 
rince war with Philip now, besides being hasty, inconsistent, 
and liable to the reproach of bad faith, involved also war with 
the Amphlctyonie league, of which PhUip had recently become 
th6 agOKt aiid representative. During all this time, Midias, 
with the eoontenanee of Eubnlus, Demodes, and other popular 
demagogues, was availing himself of every opportunity to insult 
DanosUicnei^ and even offer him personal violence ; and the 
latter part of the time our orator was engaged in a partly per- 
ooBal and partly pnblie conflict with ^Aschines and the other 
ambassadnrs^ whom he chaiges with selling the rights and libera 
ties of their comtiy to Philip In the embassies for the ratifica-

iion of the petoe ; although the famous orationfly or appeals to 
the eountry, of these rival oraton were not made till after the 
Second Philippic. Meanwhile Philip has destroyed Oljnthu, 
captured or received the surrender of the other Ghalddiaa atiOf 
marched into Thrace, and stripped Cersobleptes of no small pait 
of his dominions, taken a decisive port in the Sacred War, and 
brought it to a dose in the utter ruin of the Phocian towiu, 
partly flattered and bribed and partly compelled Athens to 
make with him a dishonorable peace (the Peace of FhilocntesX 
and now, having been admitted to the Amphietyonic Ckmncil in 
the place of the ruined Phodans, he is even elected by that 
council to preside at the Pythian games instead of the humUsd 
and disgraced Athenians. 

The circumstances which gave occasion to the Second Philip- 
pic are thus dearly and coifdsely stated by Thirlwall in his 
History of Greece (Vol IL pi 131, Amer. ed^: ''The acaa^ 
notices remaining of the history of this period being chi^y 
rhetorical allunons, which are often extremdy vague, and were 
seldom meant to convey the simple truth, do not permit us to 
follow Philip's movements step by step. We percdve, however, 
very dearly, that he was constantly endeavoring to extend his 
power and influence, either by anns or negotiation, on eveiy 
side of his dominions. We hear of expeditions or intrigues to- 
wards the north and the south, the eilBt and the west ; and, 
though thdr immediate objects were widdy remote firom each 
other, they seem dl to have tended towards one end, that of weak- 
ening and curbing Athens, which, if these projects had soe- 
ceeded, would at length have found herself completdy endosed 
in the toils before she had recdved a wound. It is probdile 
that Philip's eye embraoed dl these points at one view^ and that 
ho was continually prosecuting his designs in oppodte quarten^ 
though we happen to find them mentioned only in s n ce e aa trm . 
It is to Pdoponnesus that our attention is first directed, as the 
sceAe of a diplomatic contest which portended a fiercer strog^^ 
Here Philip had succeeded, almost without an effort, to the 
sway which Thebes had won through the victories of Epami- 
nondas ; for Sparta, weakened aS die was, was still an otjeet of 
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jeuloosjr to ber neighboni whose independence she viewed with 
a malignant eye ; and since Thebes, having in turn sunk from 
the height of her power, was no longer able to afford protection' 
to her FeloponneBian allies, the/ naturally tronsfened their 
all^gianoe to the king of Macedonia, on whose aid even Thebes 
had been forced to cast herselt We are not informed of any 
new occasion ci hostilities that arose between them and Sparta 
Immediately after the dose of the Phodan War. Yet it appears 
that they found, or thought themsdves in danger, so as to be led 
to eultivate PhUip's friendship. He espoused their cause with- 
out reserve, decUied himself the protector of Messenia, and 
eaOed upon the Spartans to renounce their claims upon her ; 
and when his demand was rejected, as it seems to have been in 
a somewhat contemptuous tone,* both supplied his dlies with 
troops and money, and announced his purpose of leading a 
much laiger force into Pdoponnesus in person. (See this Ora- 
tion, $$15- 17.) It may easily be supposed that these favors 
and pronuses rendered him highly popular throughout the con- 
federacy, of which Messene, Me^opolis, and Aigos were the 
leading members, and that he was extolled as the friend of lib- 
erty, the champion of the oppressed. Demosthenes himself, in 
a speech ddivered. about three years after the end of the war 
(Ik FaUa Leg^ 290)^ mentions with indignation that many of the 
Arcadian commonwedths had decreed braaen statues and crowns 
In honor of Philip, and had resolved, if he should enter Pelopon- 
nesus, to admit him into thdr towns; and that the Argives had 
followed their example. 

''These proceedingi, of course^ soon became known at Athens^ . 
and exdted no little anxiety there. An embassy was sent into 
Bdoponnesua, with Demosthenes at its bend [and at his sugges- 
tionl to eonntenet the progress of the Macedonian influence. 
He went to Messene^ and, it seems, to Argos. In one of his 
extant speeches [the oration before us, $$ 80-26] he has given 
na a specimen ai the manner in which he endeavored to rouse

who trusted him into bondage or ruin He dwelt mnch 

on the bed fiuth which Philip had shown in his dealings with 
AthenSi either in his promises about Amphipolisi or in those 
by which he had deceived the people through their ambas- 
sadors in the n<^tiations for peace.' The uatnxal and neoe^ 
saiy hostiU^ between a monarch, whether king or tyxuni, and 
all free and legal governmental was also a topic by which 
the orator strove to alann republican prejudices. But though 
he affirms that he was heard with applause, he admits that 
his warnings had produced no practical effect, and that Philip 
continued after, as before, to enjoy the confidence of his Pel- , 
oponnesian allies ; and some embassies which were aftorwaids 
sent with the same view, were attended with no better result 
Philip did not let those attempts pass unnoticed. Even if 
he did not deem it necessaiy for his honor to repel the chaige 
of perfidy which had been so publicly brought against him, he 
may have thought it a favorable opportuni^ for displaying and 
thereby strengthening his connection with Peloponnesus. He 
sent an embassy to Athens, which seems to have been headed 
by Python, whose eloquence could sustain a comparison with 
that of Demosthenes himself (Diod., XVL 86) ; and it was no 
doubt at Philip's instigation that his envoys were accompanied 
by those of Messene and Aigos. The Macedonians were in- 
structed to expostulate on the groundless accusations which had 
been brought against their king, and formally to deny that he 
had ever broken his oath to the Athenians ; the Pdoponnesians 
were to complain of the ccmntenance which' Athens had given to 
the attempta of Sparta against their liberty. 

" This embassy gave occasion to the Second Philippic of De- 
mosChenes, which seems to have been the speech with which he 
pre&ced a motion for the answer which he proposed to give to 
the ambassadois. It is possible that more than one assembly 
was held on the b usine s s , — one^ poiMpsi to consider eaeh sab- ' 
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jeet [the eomplaiiits of Philip and those of the Peloponneeiansl — 
and that on one of these occasions Python vindicated his mas- 
ter's conduct in a speech which Demosthenes afterwards de- 
•eiibes as bold and vehement, though he himself met it with a 
reply which extorted tokens of approbation even from the min- 
isters of Philip^s allies. But this was evidently not the occasion 
of the Second Philippic. That is addressed to the people, not 
in reply to the fordgners, but to the Macedonian, Philippizing 
faetion at home, and more particularly to .£schines, who, it 
aeenu^ had recently taken Philippe part, and had supported 
^fthon's arguments with his testimony. Its main object is to 
exdte the suspicion and resentment of the Athenians, on the 
one hand, against Philip, and, on the other, against the orators 
who had served as his instruments to ovi Teach them. He con- 
tends that the motive which had inducjd Philip to prefer the 
interest 6f Thebes to that of Athens at the end of the war was 
not the presence of a force which restrained him, still less any 
regard to justice ; for he who maintained the independence of 
Messenia against Sparta could not consistently aid the Thcbans 
in reducing the other Boeotian towns to subjection. The mo- 
tive was, that he expected the one state, if its own interests were 
but secured, would be readily subservient to his designs against 
the liberties of Greece, while he knew that no prospect of self- 
ish advantage would ever bribe Athens to resign her glorious 
inheritance, the foremost post <^ recastance to foreign attacks on 
the national independence. • . • • All this, however, is but sub- 
mUnate and introductory to the concluding passage, in which 
the orator reminds his hearers of the disappointment they had 
sofferedt and pomts their indignation against its authors. He 
^loes not name either I^ilocrates or .£schines, but alludes in 
a manner which oould not he mistaken to the ribaldry with 
whieh the one had silenced his warnings, and to the solemn 
awnrances or dexterous insinuations by which the other had 
quieted the people's apprehensions. The men who had thus in- 
volved the state in its present embarnusments ought, he says, to 
be chaiged with the task of defending its conduct against those 
who qnsrtiOBeJ it; At least» it was lit that the language by 
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wfaieh they had caused so much miachiel^ which waa not yel 
endedy should not he foigoUen. 

" It is to he r^iretted that the proposed reply [to the demands 
of the amhassadon] has not he^ preserved ; it probably eon- 
tained a manifesto which would have thrown some light on the 
history <^ this period. The tone of the speech leads us to sap- 
pose that it [the reply] made no material concession ; there ia 
rather, as we shall see, reason to believe that it advanced some 
new daims ; yet it so fiir satisfied Philip tnd his allies aa to 
avoid an open raptors.'' 

Grote says (Hit, Or^ XL 615, note): ^Who these envoys 
werS| or from whence they came, does not appear firom the on^ 
tion. Libonins, in his Argument^ says that they came jointly 
firom Philip, iran the AigdanS|,and from the MesseniansL Dio- 
nysias HaL (ad Ammseam, p. 737) states that'they came oat of 
Peloponnesns. I cannot bring myself to believe, on the author- 
ity of Libanius, that there were any envoys present from Philipu 
The tenor of the discourse appears to contradict that supposi- 
tion.'' Whiston accedes to the same q;»inion. Cortios (Hu. 
Or.f y. 376) says : ^ Macedonian envoys arrived at Athens to- 
gether with the Peloponnesian in order to support the cause of 
the latter, and at the same time to proffer complaints a& to the 
uninterrupted insults heaped upon the king on the Attic orators^ 
tribune." This last historian, however, supposes Python to have 
visited At&eus somewhat later and at the head of another Mape- 
donian embassy. The data are not sufficient to settle these de- 
tails. But the authorities all agree in general in regud to the 
time, occasion, and object of this oration. 

Demosthenes was now somewhere fitom thirty-eight to forty 
years of age, in the full maturity of his powers, and advancing 
towards the zenith of his influence. He had recently be^ sent 
as ambassador to the king of Maoedon. He had just retameil 
from an honorable and most important emhaa^ to the Pelopon- 
nesian states. He was already not only the most admired ora- 
tor, but the most trusted statesman of Athens. His reputatioB 
for patriotism and eloquence extended through all Greece. 

^Itwas long since soeh an assemb^ of the dtiaena had besA 
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held at Athens. The ci^ ci Aiistides seemed to have come to 
life again. The Peloponnesian envoys coukl not refiain from 
aeknowledging the giandeiirof the bearingof a dvic community 
under such leaden ; and in so fiir Demosthenes actually ^;ained 
liis JmnM^tHate objecti that the dangerous hostilities in the penin- 
sula were appeased, and that no oppurtunity was giTen to Philip 
for intenrentioiL* — CuBnu% Hit, Or,^ Y. p. 376.

INTRODUCTION. 

Thx thlid Fhilippioi or, as Dionysins of Halicamamis {Ad 
10) xeekons it, the tenth Horangae agaiiut Philip, was 
deliveted B. a 341.* There is therefore an interval of onljr 
about two yeaia between it and the second Philippic (D.a 344- 
343X To this period belong the speeches De Haloneso (a a 
343X which is now geneialljr ascribed to H^gesippus, although 
Demosthenes ii supposed to have deliTeied an oration on the 
tame subject whidi is lost ; the Orations of Demosthenes and 
JEsehines Jk FaUa Legatunu (343^ which however were not 
spoken, but published as appeals to the people and are chiefijr 
trainable as abounding in facts (or fictions) as the materials of 
histoij ; and the Oration De Chersoneso (342X which, both in 
time and occasion, was closely connected with the third Philip* 
pie, IfeanwhOe Philip has taken Halonesus (a small island off 
the eoast of Magnesia belonging lib AthensX has made an un- 
i n ecess fu l attempt on H^gam (defeated bj the Athenians under 
Vhodm!^ has invaded Epirus and annexed a portion of it to the 
dominions of his biother-in-law Alexander, but has been obliged 
to withdmw before an Athenian force sent to Ambncia and a 
* league formed against him by the Athenian ambassadors Demos- 
-thenes, H^ge s i p p u s, and Lyeuigus ; has established the tyrants 
Phillstides and Gitaichus in Oreus and Eretria, dties of Eubosa; 
has driven Oersdblq^ from his kingdom, and advanced &r in 
conquest of Thrace ; and he Is now engaged in a hot dispute 
with Athens^ occasioned by actual conflicts between his troops 
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•ent for the defence ci dupdut and the Athenian foiees lent 
under Diopeithes for the protection of the ChersoneBiu. 

The peninmila known as the Thracian Chersonesns, atretchiog 
along the coast of the Hellespont (the modem DaidaneUes) fior 
a distance of fifty milesi so fertile and so highly <^tivated in 
the heroic age that it is said hy Thncydides (L 11) to have for* 
nished maintenance to the Grecian army daring the si^ of 
Troy, colonised in the time of the PisistratidiB by Athenians on- 
der the older and the yonnger Miltiades (afterwards the conqaeror * 
at MarathonX recovered from the dominion of the Persians 
by Cimon, Miltiadei^ son, re-enforced by Pericles with a more 
numerous colony, and protected against Uie Thiaeians by fortifi- 
cations and entrenchments across the isthmus, — this peninsula, 
thus dear to the hearts of the Athenian people by the ties of 
kindred and by association with the great men and great events 
of their early history, was of inestimable value to them materi- 
ally and politically as commanding the straits on which Athens 
and Uie greater part of Greece depended for their main supply 
of com, and also as guarding the approach to those Greek cities 
on the Hellespont (Selymbria, Perinthus, Byzantium, etcX 
towards which, togeUier with the Chenonesus, Phibp was now 
looking with covetous ^es and advancing with stealthy but 
steady footsteps. While Athens sent Diopeithes with a body of 
mercenaries to protect her settlers and her possessions in this 
peninsula, Philip had taken under his protection Gardia, a dty 
sitttatod within the peninsula near the isthmus, which was 
unfriendly to Athens and which not only claimed to be inde- 
pendent^ but was admitted by JEschines and the Athenian 
envoys as an ally of Philip to take part in the ratifleatioa 
of the peace of Philocmtes. Under siush dreumstances, with 
hostile feelings and conflicting daims, conflict of forcea was 
inevitable. The Macedonian troops on the one hand ovema 
more or less of the Cheraonese, and on the other Diopdthes 
made excursions out of the peninsula, and invaded portions 
of Thrace which were subject to Philip. Philip sent letteis 
of complaint and remonstrance to Athena. His pariisana there 
loudly demanded the recall and punishment of DiopdthesL A 
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ttnmg feeUng was raised against him, and it seemed far* a time 
as if the Athenians would yield to tbe demands of Philip, until 
Demosthenes rose and bj one of his most convincing and per- 
soasive qpeeches, that On the Chersonesusy turned the tide in 
the opposite direction. In this speech he shows that the real 
question was not the guilt or innocence of Diopeithes, but wheth- 
er Athens or Philip should possess the Chersonese and com- 
mand the Hellesponty and urges the people, instead of recalling 
and punishing their general, to reinforce him, yote a war-tax, 
laise an army, and send ambasradors to the other Greeks to 
ftwaken them to a sense of the common danger and unite them 
against the common enemy. Tliis speech produced the desired 
effect Diopeithes retained his command, and continued to 
withstand the advance of Philip. And a few weeks later (so 
Cnrtius puts it ; Kennedy says, Uiree months ; it is impossible 
to determine the interval between the two orations), moved per- 
haps by an embasqr from the inhabitants of the Chcrsonesus 
a 73X Demosthenes followed up this speech by his third Phi- 
lipinci in which he repeats his aiguments and appeals, denounces 
Philip with still grealer boldness and vehemence as the irrec- 
oncilable enemy of Athens and all Oreece, demonstrates be- 
yond dispute the justice of the chaige by reviewing the history 
of his ceaseless encroachments, declares that the questicm of 
peace or war is no longer at their disposal, but the war is 
already b^gun, hurls his thunderbolts at the traitors atid hire- 
lingi who have too long blinded tLe eyes of the people to his 
ambitious designs, and are ready to sell to him the liberties 
of. their eountiy, and summons them, in the role and spirit of 
their illustrions anceston, to oiganiae and lead Greeks, yes 
and barbarians, in ft common, open, and determined resistance 
i^ainst the common enemy ci liboty and of mankind. It is 
one of the clearest and stronges t aiguments and at the same 
time one of the most earnest and impassioned appeals among all 
the speeches of the great Athenian <»mtor* Nor was it spoken 
In vain. Convinced and permaded 1^ it and animated with the 
spMl of its anthor, the Athenians now acted with a vigor worthy 
of their aiies^ eipdled the tiyiants whom Philip had established 
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in Um eidet of Eaboott, sent a fleet to relieve ^jrsontittm and the 
other cities on the Hellesponti and, for the time, completely baf- 
fled the plana of the Macedonian king. It was now, for the 
flist timei that Demosthenes succeeded in inducing the peo- 
ple to restore the theoric Amd to its original military use. 
Moreorer, 1^ his tnersichio law he distributed more equita- 
bly the military and naval taxes (De Cor. 104 - 106X and thus 
imparted new eneigy and efficiency to the naval power of 
the state. At the same time he went as envoy to EuboBa, to 
the Chersonese and to Bynntium, as he had before been to the 
Peloponnesus, to Amfarocia, to Oorcyra, Illyria, and Tliessaly, 
eveiywhere reiBonciling Grecian cities and states among them- 
selves and uniting them against Philip (De Cor. 87-89). In 
short, Demosthenes was the moving spirit of all the energetic 
measures of this interesting jieriod in Athenian history. And 
his influence with his countiymen continued to be in the as- 
cendency until, two or three years later (a a 338X he roused 
and rallied Athenians and Thebans to the final glorious though 
unsuccessful struggle in the fatal battle at Chieronea. 

This was the last, the longest, and the greatest of all the ora- 
tions of Demosthenes that were specially directed against Philip. 
Dionysius calls it the greatest of the Philippics (<V r^ fwyMrry Wir 
mrii*0dinrmfmffyoptA^,Iknuqfd.YL94r^ Curtius (Y. 394) 
speaks of it as the most powerful and the most successful of all 
the popular orations of Demosthenes. And ancient and modem 
critics have generally agreed in this opinion. 

Two editions of this oration have come down to us. One of 
these is contained in the Ptois Codex S,* wherein many sen- 
tences are omitted, which, however, tat added in the maigin by 
a Liter hand. The fuller edition is prese r ved in the other MSS., 
except one or two which want the additions or have them in 
the moigia. In the abbreviated form of 2 the oration is for the 
most part intelligible and complete. At the same time the 
additions in the other MSS. are generally congruous and written 
in the style and spirit of Demosthenes. Various conjecturas 
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Bave been made in ezpUiniitHm, one of which ii, that the oration 
was delivered in the shorter form, and the orator himself after- 
wards revised it and made the additions, in other words, we 
have the rare and interesting phenomenon of an oration of De- 
mosthenes in an earlier and a later edition. When or how the 
Tuiations arossi we have not the means to determine. Headers 
wanting further information on the subject must oonsult the 
commentatotsi e. g. Bekker, Smead, Whiston, etc.
